United  States  production  of  ice  cream  in  January,  estimated  by  the  Agricultural 
Marketing  Service  at  i;2, 330,000  gallons,  was  3 percent  larger  than  the  January  out- 
put of  193'6  and  was  18  percent  above  the  9-year,  1991-99^  average  for  the  month. 

This  January's  production  was  the  largest  ever  recorded  for  that  month  and  this  was 
the  third  consecutive  month  in  which  output  was  at  a record-high  level  for  the  re- 
spective month.  The  advance  between  December  and  January  this  winter  was  10  per- 
cent, compared  with  a rise  of  9 percent  a year  ago  at  this  season  and  an  average 
gain  of  only  3 percent  between  these  months  during  the  9-year  period  previous  to  a 
year  ago.  Below  normal  temperatures  and  adverse  v/eather  prevailed  during  January 
across  much  of  the  Country,  The  percentage  of  milk-fat  in  ice  cream  made  in  January 
averaged  11,6  for  the  Country  as  a whole,  the  same  as  in  December,  but  slightly  more 
than  the  11,9  percent  average  reported  for  Januaiy  a year  ago. 

Ice  cream  production  was  larger  than  that  of  January  last  year  in  all  sections 
of  the  Country  except  the  West  North  Central  and  Mountain,  where  it  was  3 and  13 
percent  smaller,  respectively.  Output  increased  i.n  the  Dakotas  and  held  about 
steady  in  Minnesota,  but  decreased  in  all  other  West  North  Central  States,  In  the 
Mountain  Region,  decreases  froni  a year  ago  were  indicated  for  all  states..  Produc- 
tion was  up  in  all  North  Atlantic  States,  except  Massachusetts,  and  that  region  as 
a vrhole  had  a gain  of  9 percent.  No  change  was  reported  for  Ohio,  but  the  other 
East  North  Central  States  showed  moderate  incrcjascs  from  a year  ago,  giving , the 
region  as  a whole  a 2 percent  larger  output.  An  8-percent  increase  was  estimated 
for  the  South  Atlantic  Region,  where  production  was  up  in  all  states  except 
Virginia,  Gains  were  reported  in  most  of  the  South  Central  States  and  that  region 
had  a 2 percent  larger  January  production  than  a year  ago.  The  Pacific  Region 
showed  a gain  of  7 percent.  Increased  production  in  California  more  than  offset  a 
drop  in  Oregon,  while  output  in  Washington  remained  unchanged.  In  the  three  lead- 
ing ice-cream  producing  states,  output  vras  9 percent  larger  than  a year  ago  in 
Pennsylvania  and  was  up  8 percent  in  New  'fork  and  11  percent  in  California, 

Compared  with  the  1991-99  average  for  January,  ice  cream  production  increased 
in  all  major  geographic  divisions,  the  increases  varying  from  7 percent  in  the 
Mountain  States  to  2h  percent  in  the  Pacific,  Output  was  down  slightly  i.n  Oregon, 
but  was  up  sharply  in  Washington,  California  and  Colorado  and  up  moderately  in 
other  western  states,  All  southern  states,  except  Oklahoma,  indicated  gains  and 
production  was  16  percent  a.bove  the  overage  in  the  South  Central  Region  and  20  per- 
cent above  in  the  South  Atlantic,  Gains  were  quite  sharp  in  Maryland,  Georgia, 
Florida,  Tennessee,  Alabama  and  Louisiana,  Pronor.nced  increases  in  Minnesota,  lowcO 
and  Missouri  far  more  than  offset  small  decreases  in  Nebraska,  Kansas  and  the 
Dakotas  and  the  West  North  Central  Region  had  an  increase  of  13  percent.  Production 
was  up  19  percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region,  vdiere  all  states  show^^d  appreciable 
incrocoses.  All  East  North  Central  states  indicated  gains,  which  varied  from  17  per- 
cent in  Michigan  to  Ul  percent  in  Indiana  and  that  region's  output  was  23  percent 
larger  than  average,  . .

Marketing  Service  at  Ii, 500,000  gallons  for  January,  This  was  h percent  more  than 
the  January  output  i.n  1956  and  was  Ij-U  pei'cent  above  the  1951-55?  average 

for  the  month. 

Gains  from  a year  ago  occurred  in  all  sections  of  the  Country  except  the  East 
North  Central  and  West  North  Central  States,  where  production  held  about  steady. 

Between  December  and  January,  ice  milk  production  advanced  8 percent  this 
. year  and  Ir  percent  a. year  ago.  Increases  wore  indicated  for  all  res^yons  this 
season.

Estimated  at  1,910,000  gallons,  the  January  production  of  Mellorine  and  other 
frozen  desserts  made  v/ith  fats  and  oils  other  than  milk-fat  increased  only  1 percent 
from  the  January  output  last  year,  but  was  up  5 percent  from  tliat  of  January  1955, 
the  Agricultural  Marketjng  Service  reports. 

Compared  with  a year  earlier,  production  gains  this  January  in  Missouri, 
Arkansas  and  Calj.fornia  slightly  more  than  offset  losses  in  Illinois,  Teras  and 
Oregon,  No  change  was  indicated  for  Alabama,  Oklahoma  and  Montana, 

Compared  with  January  1955,  increases  were  small  in  Texas  and  California,  but 
were  large  in  Missouri,  Alabama,  Arkansas,  Oklahoma  and  Montana,  Moderate  decreases 
occurred  in  Illinois  and  Oregon, 

Mellorine  productj.on  advanced  19  percent  between  December  and  January,  compared 
with  a rise  of  20  percent  a year  ago  at  this  season  and  an  advance  of  11  percent  be- 
tween these  months  two  years  ago.  Seasonal  gains  this  year  were  estimated  for  all 
Mellorine-producing  states  except  Oregon,  which  had  a moderate  decline  and  Arkansas, 
where  production  held  about  steady.  The  advances  were  sharp  in  all  other  states 
except  California,
